FIRST ESSAY 


THE TRAMLESS TRACKS 
Bruce D. Morrison 


Were the streetcar tracks on the avenue for- 
merly called Portage, a monument to the hysterical 
over-optimism of the days prior to World War 1? 
Was the idea sound but premature by about 
fifty years or did the scheme prove to be a long- 
term investment? 


Enough time has elapsed so that history's light 
can reveal both the action and its later repercus- 
sions. Back in 1912, news leaked out that the 
Hudson's Bay Company was to market some of 
its reserve property and a full scale real estate 
boom exploded upon Edmonton. Homes, business 
premises and building lots changed hands with 
lightning rapidity. Legal contracts and land titles 
office recordings fell far behind the flood of deals 
being made on the streets as men sold the homes 
out from under their families and traded, ex- 
changed, bartered, speculated and swindled each 
other. Enthusiasm rose like mercury in a fever 
thermometer and the usually staid City fathers too, 
were infected by the optimism. 


They hastened to borrow money and began 
laying streetcar tracks through the Hudson's Bay 
Reserve area on wide Portage Avenue. Bush 
fringed both sides of the avenue but as the Com- 
pany was disposing of some of its holdings, swift 
development was expected. The long, hopeful, 
diagonal trackage from 101st Street to 121st Street 
was put down but before the overhead wiring 
could be completed, World War I loomed on the 
horizon and cooled the economic temperature of 
the times. 


The tracks just laid there for forty years, 
making a jogged nuisance of themselves to motor- 
ists. Even King George V and Queen Elizabeth 
rode over the long-dormant tracks on Portage. 
The name Kingsway was given to the avenue to 
commemorate their visit to Edmonton. 


In the forties, the area began to develop both 
commercially and as a residential section. The 
second World War brought a huge expansion to 
the airport, and other industries moved in as well. 
The mushrooming residences provided a density of 
population that could become fare-paying passen- 
gers. The tracks were already down. Now, at last, 
would the spur become operational? Destiny, how- 
ever, did not ride a tram, for that was the time that 
the City of Edmonton began to convert to buses. 
In 1951, the last of the clanging, banging street 
cars was retired and even the die-hards who hoped 
the tracks would one day be used, had to admit 
that the plan now had heard it final death knell. 


The rails were taken up all over Edmonton, in- 
cluding those on Kingsway which had never 
known the sound of a tram’s wheels, between 
1951 and 1957. Track in good condition was sold 
to be utilized as spur lines to various firms in the 
wholesale districts so that their goods could be 
delivered to their doors. Even the damaged rails 
found a market as scrap steel, and Kingsway re- 
verted to being a thoroughfare for horses and tire- 


shod vehicles. 


Were the rails that were never used merely a 
monument to the over-exuberance of the City 
fathers of 1912? They did serve one purpose in an 
intangible way, for they provided a conversation 
piece at many a gathering and were a source of 
amusement to many. Still, the Edmonton Transit 
System does run buses down Kingsway now and 
the area has filled in as have many of the outlying 
districts that were merely bushland when those 
optimistic pioneers haggled for building lots. The 
concept of a vast metropolis spreading in all direc- 
tions has emerged from the dream and become a 
reality. The City fathers weren't wrong; they were 
only premature by about half a century. 


One good thing came out of the scheme. When 
the track was sold, the price of steel had advanced 
to such a degree that a tidy profit was realized by 
the City. The tracks may not have been appreci- 
ated while they were down but they appreciated 
themselves in value so the whole episode might 
be termed a long term investment.

THE IMPORTANCE 


OF ART TO MAN

One of the basic needs of man is the need 
to inlerprel lo others, and to himself, his in- 
most feelings and responses lo life—to be 
emotionally articulate. All the way down 
from primitive to modern times, man_ has 
endeavored to do this in the field of art. We 
have evidence of this in the cave drawings 
of primitive man, the architecture of the 
Greeks, the poelry of the Persian, Omar 
Khayyam, and later, the immortal music of 
Bach, Mozart, and Beethoven. In all these 
examples, these people have used art as a 
medium to satisfy that inner urge to make 
concrete and to express to the rest of the 
world, their human emotions. Art seems lo 
give a tongue nol lo our minds, but to our 
hearts and souls; it gives us an ear with 
which to hear, not merely noise, but the joy 
or grief of the heart's cry; il gives us an eye 
with which to see nol only commonplace 


things but beauty and the unusual. 


It has often been said that the best things 
in life are free. If this was ever true of any- 
thing il is certainly true of art. No matter 
from what social class or income brackel a 
person may come, he has the privilege of 


enjoying or crealing his own art. 


Although in art the familiar is often the 
enjoyable, it can also serve to broaden the 
narrowness of our lives by awakening in us 
emotions new lo our experience. If you have 
never been to Spain or Portugal. listening to 
a composition by Ernest Lucuona can almost 
transplant you there. You can almost [eel 


the feverishness with which the gypsies are 


dancing and swaying. Or, if you are not par- 
ticularly religious, but are at least ordinarily 
susceptible to the influence of art, standing 
in a large solemn cathedral can practically 
make you feel like kneeling down and wor- 


shipping with the devoutly religious. 


Perhaps the most broadening form of art 
is literature. Pick up any novel or personal 
wriling and immediately, upon reading it, 
you mentally place yourself in the midst of 
the action in the story. In this way you are 
bound to gela broader understanding of life 
in all its phases because you have, in a 
sense, experienced il yourself, through the 
medium of books. Through appreciating and 
understanding art we can expect to have a 
deepening of our lives, a steadying of our 
purpose, and a more penetrating insight into 


life. 


While art can help to equip us for more 
meaningful lives. most forms of it can also 
serve lo lake us away from them, that is, 
from our ordinary weekday tasks. NTusic 
especially can seem lo draw us oul of our- 
selves and help to calm nerves and assuage 
fatigue. Watching many kinds of drama 
can also take us away from our own lives 


and give them a new dimension. 


More should be done to encourage art in 
Canada and to stop this mad clamoring for 
material wealth and gain, for what is more 
valuable than our lives and how we live 
them? Art can and does serve to enrich them 
to the point where they are at least more 


than shallow day-to-day existences.

ON NATURE AND 


MAN

Have you ever read the book Nature writes, 
the story she tells in every babbling brook and 
fluttering leaf? If you have, then you will see 
man’s story flowing through a stream or blowing 
back and forth on the branch of a tree. 


Who has ever bothered to count or name the 
leaves of a tree? I am sure that neither you nor | 
have ever heard a gardener mourn over a leaf [all- 
ing from a clustered oak tree, or heard him exclaim 
that Mable had just blown away, ora neighbor- 
hood car had just crushed Fanny. This would 
seem absurd to you and to me, but think then, 
as every leaf lives, dies and is forgotten, how very 
similar it is to our lives. We live, but when we die 
our names become part of the drifting dust, 
crushed, stepped on and forgotten. We are like 
leaves Passing through the budding years of baby- 
hood to useful adult citizens in our community; 
then, as old age creeps on us, we are withered, 
die, decay and drift as the leaves of a tree. We 
cannot be different because we live in a world of 
likenesses. 


But let us not stop with leaves which make up 
the first chapter of Nature's book; rather let us 
proceed to the second chapter which includes the 


babbling brook. 


How can something made of living compounds 
compare to something made up of non-living ele- 
ments? What makes the brook so similar to man? 
To look at a brook, a path of cold, scurrying drops 
of water, one would find few points of similarity. 
Perhaps the veins of a body seem equivalent to the 

ath of a stream; but, let us move back to the 
Pereine of a stream, back to the first drop of 
water which began it. All organisms begin life as 
a single cell; all streams begin life as a single drop 
of water. This drop of water, damp, cold, small 
but surviving, symbolizes babyhood. 


From its first moment of existence it must face 
the trials of life and begin collecting seeds of 
knowledge. Soon, it joins other drops to form a 
small stream trickling over pebbles, twigs, leaves 
and grass. The grains of soil it picks up at first are 
small, but as it is reinforced by other drops these 
grains become larger and more numerous.
